This coming close on the arrival 
of the St. Paul with three million

amount. The Nelson arrived at 
Seattle on July 26th coming di-, 
rect from St. Michaels with 161 
W | passengers. 

They were a happy lot of res 
turning Yukoners and as eac 
oue of the passengers filed ashore 
the air was punctuated with 161 
big long sighsof relief and grati- 
tude- when the feet of each man 
touched the shore, 

The Nelson left St. Michaels 
on the afternoon of July 14th and 
had a pleasant and uneventful 
run all the way down. 

Purser M. A, Tucker says he 
believed that the amount of gold 
dust distributed among the pas- 
sengers would agregate fully a 
million and a half. Of this snug 
amount over $600,000 was left 
with him for safe keeping and 
locked up in the safe. 


One man, said Mr. Tucker, had | 


$175,000 in the safe, and another 
$125,000, He would not disclose 
the names. 

According to the passengers of 
the Nelson the harbor of St. 
Michaels just now, presents one 
of the liveliest scenes on the 


coast. It is as full of shipping | 


about as it can be. Craft of all 
kinds are coming and going and 
lighters are moving constantly 
to and fro between the shipping 
and the jbeach, taking freight 
from the ocean steamers to the 
beach and from the beach to the 
up river steamers.

The Yield of the Klondike. 

The Portland Oregonian says 
that the estimated output for the 
past season from the Klondike 
now falls to $10,000,000, and adds 
that the Klondike is coming to 
be a synonym, not of great 
wealth, but of fabulous promise 
and slender performance. 

As the entire gold production 
of the United States for the year 
is about $53,000,000, the 
sion of almost one-tifth of it by 
Alaska raises the territory very 
high in the roll of producing 
areas. The heaviest producer 
among the states last year was 
California, which yielded $15, 
235,900, and the next was Colo- 
“ado, With $14,867,981. Oregon 
figures as a gold producing state 
and for that reason may be dis- 
posed to look down upon the new 
rival which has come into the 
tield, but the entire production 
of gold in Oregon for twenty 
three years, from 1473 to 1596, 
was Only $28,615,711, or at the 
rate of a trifle more than $1,000, - 
000 a year. With a production 
for one season of $10,000,000, 
Alaska stands third on the list, 
the fourth being South Dakota, 
last year yielded $4,919,000, 
Montana following with $4,324,- 
700 and New Mexico with $475, - 
800. With a production of $10 
000,000, Alaska makes a greater | 
showing than any other state or 
territory, with the exception of | 
California, up to 1582,

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 


Dominion of Canada, British Columbia. 
Rules for the Navigation of 
Stikeen River. 


The Department of Marine and Fisheries of 
Canada has made arrangements for a system 
of signalling at Little Canyon, on the Stikeen 
river, to prevent collisions therein, Immedi- 
ately after the opening of navigation a station 
will be established at each end of the canyon, ut 
which signals will be displayed for the guidance 
of vessels. 

A white ball, or dise, hoisted to the top of a 
mast will denote that the channel is clear, and 
that a vessel may enter the canyon from the 
end at which the ball is displayed. 

A black drum or square will denote that the 
channel is not clear, and a vessel must not 
enter the canyon on any consideration when the 
drum ts displayed. 

The drum and ball shown together will be a 
signal between the two stations for informa 
tion of the signalmrn, and no vessel may enter 
the canyon when this signal is shown, 

In the event of vessels approaching the can- 
yon from both ends simultaneously, the up- 
ward bound vessel will be held below the can- 
yon until the descending vessel haus run the 
canyon. 

One prolonged blast of a steamer's whistle 
will be a request to the signamen to show the 
all clear signal. 

In uny other part of the river within Can- 
adian territory, if a vessel is warping up, a 
downward bound vessel must keep clear of her 
and her warping lines, stopping and tying up if 
necessary to prevent collision. 

In the event of two vessels simultancously 
approaching a place where warping ts re quired, 
the upward bound vessel must allow the down- 
bound vessel to pass before running out her 
warping line. Two long blasts followed by two 
short blasts of n steamer's whistle will be a 
signal that she is actually engaged in warping. 

These rules will be established Hf Order in 
Council under the provisions of Chapter 79. 
Revised Statutes of Canada, and amending 
orders, and will have the force of law. ‘They 
are not intended to supersede, but are to be 
an addition to the ordinary rule of the road.

A Hero. 
The ashes of Capt. Charles V, Grid- 
ley. of the flagship Olympia, of the 
Asiatic squadron, were consigned to 
the tomb at Erie, Pa. July 13th. And 
there rests a.l that is mortal of one of 
the heroes of the present war. When 
the Asiatic squadron was ordered into 
action at Manilla Captain Gridley was 
sick abed, but he begged to be allowed 
to fight his ship. The request was 
granted, and it was to him that Ad- 
miral Dewey gave that cool command, 
which will live in history-—"tYou may 
fire when ready, Gridley.“ After the 
battle the Olympia’s captain was given 
asick leave, and he started for home, 
and his beloved country, in hopes of 
having his health restored, but died 
enroute. The ceremonies attending 
his departure are told by MeCutcheon, 
the Reeord’s correspondent with Dew- 
ey’s fleet “All the men on the Olym- 
pia were drawn up in muster just before 
he left the ship, and a boat's crew of 
ofticers rowed him over in the captain's 
gig. to the Zafiro, on which he was to 
go to Hongkong. The band of the 
| Olympia played "Auld Lang Syne’ as he 
left, and then switehed to ‘The Girl | 
Left Behind Me’ as he reached the 
Zafiro, and just as the ship got under 
way, swung into the strains of ‘Home 
Sweet Home.” As the Zafiro passed 
between the Baltimore and Boston, the 
erews were lined upon both vessels and 
the Baltimore's band caught up the 
fading notes of the Olympiu’s music 
and played ‘Home, Sweet Home’ until 
| the figure of the departing captain was 
| only a white pateh against the dark 
| shadows of the Zafiro’s awings. As long 
| as he was in var shot, the cheers of the 
crews floated out to him, and the best 
wishes of 1,500 men went with him.” 
It was an affecting seene, a testimonial 
of comradship which exists among the 
| gallant men of our navy, No greater 
honor could have been puid their gal- 
lant captain than this tribute of love 
and respect from the men with whom 
he had fought for the success and glory 
of their country.
